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RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 



In response to the Office Action mailed on August 18, 1999, Applicants provide the 
following remarks. 

Failure to Comply with the Sequence Rules 

The Office Action states that the application is not fully in compliance with the sequence 
rules, because the sequences in claims 4 and 7-13 and Figure 10 lack appropriate sequence 
identifiers. However, 37 C.F.R. 1.821 (a) states that "Sequences with fewer than four specifically 
defined nucleotides or amino acids are specifically excluded from this section. 'Specifically 

defined ' means those amino acids other than * Xaa ' * Applicants note that the sequences cited 

by the Examiner contain fewer than four specifically defined amino acids (see, e.g., 
U ZXXZ 1 Z 2 Z 4 GXG" in claim 4, which contains only two specifically defined amino acids, namely 
two glycine residues), and thus are specifically excluded from the sequence rules. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing election, early examination and allowance of the present application are 
respectfully solicited.
